PTC/CT are the basic Pre-service courses undertaken by majority of Govt: 
Teacher Education Institutions and their institutional settings are key factors 
to change in education. 

It has been proved that Environmental Education is not only valuable in its 
own right but its esphasis on using environment as a learning resource can be 
very effective in bringing about revolutionary change in the traditional "Chalk 
and Talk" and rote learning methodologies. 



- The Bureau of Curriculum Development and Education Extension Services, 
NWFP, Abbottabad is responsible for Pre-service and In-service teachers training. 
Therefore a long term impact can be envisioned through the internal capacity 



building of Bureau of Curriculum which has already given the suggestion of 
introducing Environmental Education into its training programmes. 

In the above context , the inport ance of environmental education cannot be 
over enphasized, especially where it is imperative to integrate it in the formal 
school curriculum. But it should not become a separate entity and should be 
integrated into already institutional infrastructure and on going programmes of 
the education department, thus strengthening other subjects as well being inter 
disciplinary subject and should not be expanded at the expense of other subjects . 

This can be possible only through teachers training courses with a view to 
provide the teachers with the opportunities to become experienced in addressing 
environmental issues, so as to become fully equipped with effective methods for 
introducing Environmental Education in appropriate subject areas. 

Present text books contain several references to the environment . But 
many lessons also *iave the potential to be used for Environmental Education. In 
many cases only a change of emphasis or a slight extension is needed to be done 
so as to explore such possibilities. 

Although present Curriculum and text books if used creatively, could allow 
the introduction of Environmental Education, further revision is highly 
desirable . 

However, the revision of the existing curriculum to integrate the 
environmental issues into existing curricula for enhancing and supplementing the 
existing system, requires a provincial initiative, as the content and the 
material for In-service training are not prescribed by Federal Ministry of 
Education. This leaves each province free to take those measures most 
effectively for meeting its own needs. Environmental Education is an integral 
part of this programme. 

Bureau of Curriculum Development and Education Extension Services, bearing 
the onerous responsibility for Curriculum Development , In-service/Pre-service 
training of teachers, the refinement and distribution of learning materials, 
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teachers’ guides and kits etc, can introduce Environmental Education in this 
programme. 

In view of the above, it is imperative that each school has teachers 
trained and committed in using Environmental Education in their teaching where 
ever appropriate . 

At every stage of Education, students need to deepen their understanding 
of environmental issues. As such mass awareness through education should be the 
top priority and Environmental Education should be a part of Curriculum at 
primary, secondary and tertiary levels. But it is neither feasible nor 
desirable to introduce Environmental Education as a separate subject. As the 
curriculum is already over loaded, it is also not considered feasible to 
eliminate an existing subject or substitute another subject or add a separate 
unit which would increase the heavy load borne both by teachers and taught 

equally.

The only alternative left to this end is to introduce Environmental 

Education in the hierarchy of formal school system through infusion process . The 

objective was to start a cascading 




modus operand! adopted to achieve 
training programme for instructors of Govt : Colleges of Education for Elemeni 
Teachers with a view to further transfer the information/ knowledge 
prospective teachers, undergoing training in these Institutions. 



In the above context a group of key persons i.e Principals of Elementary 
College and Master Trainers conprising Vice Principals and Senior Instructors of 
Govt: Elementary Colleges respectively have already been trained in the previous 
years, so as to give input in future workshops to be conducted at school level. 



The main aim and objective for conducting these workshop was 
Environmental Education in the formal school system informing and 
teacher trainers of Elementary Colleges and thereby to train th 
secondary school teachers accordingly. 
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In continuation cf the on going programme and keeping in line with the aims 
and objectives thereof PC-1 was prepared for the training of primary and 
secondary school teachers, both male and female with the estimated cost of Rs. 
6,72,000/- for 13 workshops to be conducted in all the main districts of NWFP. 
The PC-1 languished in the process of formal approval for a considerably long 
time aOminating in the reduction of 13 workshops to 3 workshops due to shortage 
of time left ahead. Hence, revised PC-1 had to be prepared in accordance 
therewith estimating to Rs. 1,55,000/- for 3 workshops for male primary teachers 
scheduled in the districts of Haripur, Mansehra and Peshawar respectively. 




The desired goal of training master trainers in the subject of 
Environmental Education from Elementary Colleges and BOC having been achieved, 
3 Master Trainers were selected from among the already trained lot in addition 
to 2 resource persons for each workshop to contribute as trainers and 

facilitators respectively. 

Bach master trainer having already been equipped with necessary material 
an expertise gained during the training in the previous years, was assigned the 
topics /contents to be delivered during class room teaching. The contents /topics 
(List attached in annexures) were selected keeping in view the importance of 
environmental education and the level of understandina/comprehension thereof on 
the part of primary teachers in the context and perspective of the present 
scenario and emerging challenges and trends. 

As per provision in the PC-I as desired 2 days out of S days were reserved 
for field trips with a view to enabling the participants to gain first hand 
knowledge and information about immediate environment of the selected areas for 
the purpose and prepare reports thereabout by deliberating about the solutions 
of the problems /issues involved in the environmental degradation thereof. 

During class room teaching, the principle of '’learning by doing" was 
followed in the best, possible manner. The participants were divided into 5 
groups comprising nine each, They were allotted topics and time for discussion, 
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and presentation thereof by the group leader. Question/ answer session was ai ao 
held so as to remove the objections raised by the opposite groups and rectify the 
situation accordingly. Charts were prepared under the guidance of master 
trainers and pasted by the walls conspicuously. Each lesson taught by the master 
trainers was thus recapitulated and well learnt by the participants through such - 
participatory process exposing nearly each and every participant to real class 
room situation. In this way a handsome quantity of learning material was 
developed in the form of charts prepared during group work session as mentioned 
above.

The most appropriate and sophisticated method considered to be the rroE t 
effective method, is the participatory approach given to teaching/ learning 
process. Having been given the necessary details of the course contents, the 
participants were provided the opportunity to share their knowledge by 
interacting with one another in groups.

Mr . Abdul Qayyum , Course Coordinator highlighted the meaning and importance 
of Environmental Education and the dire need of its integration into formal 
discipline. Hence the need of conducting such workshops for the orientation of 
primary teachers being the focal point in the system.

As such, with a view to dispel the impression that Environmental Education 
as a separate entity could not be included in the existing curricula, it was 
essential to make it clear that Environmental Education, being an 
interdisciplinary subject has the potential to be incorporated in present 
curricula, through infusion process. Nearly all the subjects contain the 
concepts and themes of Environmental Education. What is needed is, to identify 
those themes in the relevant subjects and then teach the lesson with reference 
to the context thereof. The participants were also told that a participatory 
approach would be adopted wherein their interaction would be the essential pre- 
requisite . 






Every possible effort was made to cover the course contents with a view to 
achieve the given objectives. The master trainers assigned with the task, spared 
no effort to deliver the goods having been well groomed and fully prepared in the 
subject. Each session started with brain storming and followed by the previous 







day deliberations wherein the whole daily programme and proceedings were brought 
to light encompassing both the teacher and the taught thereby exposing them to 

critical examination. 

Identification of environmental education related concepts and plug points 
from the relevant subjects from grade I to V was also a part and parcel of the 
daily programme through group work which was the raison deter of the whole 
process. By scanning the pages of the books containing the Environmental 
Education related concepts integrated/ incorporated therein , the participants 
intensively examined/operated upon the books and having spotted such concepts 
noted down the same giving the name of the class, subject topic, page No. , para 
and the line wherefrom the concept was identified. The motive behind all such 
exercise was to create awareness on the part of the participants and thereby 
disseminating the same to the students while teaching the lesson containing such 
concepts in greater detail keeping in view the conprehension level and interests 
of the students of primary classes. Thus as the maxim goes,’ 'where the problem 
is identified, the solution is there" on the basis thereof the concepts having 
been identified, the solution of the problems involved is easy enough both on the 
part of the teachers and the students alike. 



RATIONALE : 

The main reason behind environmental degradation is lack of awareness about 
the issues and problems involved therein on the part of general public. The 
endemic problems like pollution and deforestation are the net results of this 
lack of awareness and ignorance on the part of public at large.

Hence, iaportance of holding environmental education 
workshops can not be over enphasized. That is why the initiative was taken to 
start from the primary classes assigning the primary teacher, the onerous 
responsibility of preparing the primary students and thereby their parents to 



cepe with the situation. 



Had the number of workshops not been reduced from 13 to 3, on account time 
constraints, it could have been possible to involve the secondary school 
teachers, as well both male and female in the programme. But unfortunately, it 
could not be possible at the crucial stage of very short time available when 



formal s 




roval to this effect was accorded. 




Then followed the regular session of lectures delivered by the master 
trainers of the workshop conduct at GECT(M) Haripur. The following were the 
neater trainers. Their topics are also mentioned against each at the end:- 

1. Mr. Kami ud Din. 

2. Mr. Hafiz Hussain Ahmed. 

3. Mr. Muhammad Sarwar. 

The first two days spent on covering the fundamental themes giving impetus 
to participatory approach on the part of the participants as their involvement 
therein was an essential pre-requisite of the workshop of this nature. So, 
accordingly they were split up into groups. 
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Keeping in line with the set for objectives, a training programs® was 
designed equally for all the three workshops compatible with the comprehension 
level and needs of the target groins . As envisaged in the PC- 1 , all the three 
workshops were organized for PTC male local teachers of the three sample 
districts of Haripur, Mansehra and Peshawar. Each of the three workshops 
comprised 45 local teachers drawn from the schools lying in the proximity of 16 
kilometers fro the venue thereof. 




The level of the target groups the clientele, being the same, the 

course contents to be delivered in the class room were set once and for all 
equally for all the three workshops so as to make it convenient to achieve the 
desired objectives. Hence there was no difference in the sequence of class room 
teaching of the three workshops except group work discussion and the findings 
of the field trips of the respective areas. As such, it has been deemed 
appropriate to blend the proceedings of class room teachings into one organic 
whole with a view to avoid repetitions . 



Hence, a brief account of activities with regard to teaching/ learning 
process carried out Airing 8 working days in respect of the three workshops 
starting from 22,5.2000 concluding on 20.6.2000 is summarized below in a 
consolidated form with the except ion of account about field trips which is also 
incorporated in the report separately in sequential order respectively, due to 
their having nothing in conmon among them. 





First day;- As envisaged in the daily prograranme, each workshop was 
started with the recitation from the Holy Quran and followed by aims and 
objectives explained by the course coordinator laying stress on the achievement 
of the same during class room sessions keeping in view the importance and unique 
nature of the subject so as to make it part and parcel of the teachings in the 
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actools The coordinator threw light on the background of the workshops and told 
the participants that the program of training in the subject of environmental 
education was started in 1997 at the level of Principal, V/Principals and 
Instructors of Elementary Colleges to receive orientation and training in the 
subject so as to inpart the same training at the lower level in a cascading 
manner starting from the Instructors of the Elementary Colleges and there by to 
the trainees thereof . To further extend the ambit of training in the subject 
keeping in view its dimensional significance , the same has been brought to the 
level to Primary School separately as the Primary Education constitutes the basis 
of educational pyramid with the University at its apex ( Highest point). 

Thereafter followed the routeinic class room teaching work with the topics 
assigned to the master trainers as per training program®. All the Master 
Trainers appointed each for the three workshops had divided the topics to be 
delivered in the six periods daily , during the 8 days programme! copy of the 

Programme is given in the annexures ) . 

The 1st period started with the definition and importance of Environmental 
Education and its relationship! with other subjects . All the topics contained 
in the daily timetable were covered within the given time frame . Each lesson was 
recapitulated in the group work session exposing every participant to the real 
classroom situation. Each assigned topic was discussed freely by the participants 
in their respective groups and the deliberations aid the findings thereof were 
developed on the charts presented by the group leader and hung by the wall later 



Master Trainers did full justice to their assigned duty and spared no pain 
to satisfy the participants with their teaching methodology and by answering 
questions when so asked by the participants regarding any misconception and non- 
oorcprehension of any particular item. This is what is called interaction and the 
crux of the whole teaching- learning process . The Master Trainers re-stncted 
themselves strictly to the assigned topics and did not try to deviate therefrom 
and did what was needed. That is why , the reports presented by the 
representatives of the participants on the concluding days , were reflective of 
ths performance of the Master Trainers , the pivot of the whole programme .

The participants appreciated the efforts of the authorities for initiating 
this programme and by acknowledging the need and importance of environmental 
education having personally participated therein, stressed upon the need of 
holding more and more such workshops in this subject. They resolved and avowed 
to spread the message of environmental education through the concepts contained 
and integrated in the text books identified by them in group work sessions , so 
as to acquaint the students in return thereby.

Two of the three workshops were orgainsed in Elementary Colleges lying 
under the purview and direct supervision of BOC. There being no building for 
Male Elementary College at Mansehra and the existing one functioning at GHSS, 
No.l Mansehra, hence, second workshop was organized at GHS, No. 3 Mansehra. As 
the participants were not previously familiarized with the subject of 
Environmental Education they took keen interest in the subject and all the 
activities involved therein including field trips being integral part of the 
workshops. The contents of the programme being need based and comprehensive, 
were easily grasped by the participants. They took part in some practical 
exercises like food chain and food web which were found to have been very 
interesting while teaching about such topics especially in the case of primary 
classes . 



FIELD TRIPS: 

Field trips are considered to be an integral part of an educational 
programme and more so in the case of Environmental Education which call for an 
exposure to the real life situation on the parts of the learners/participants. 

Keeping in view the significance and prime importance of field trips for 
a programme like environmental education, 5th and 6th days were allocated for 
field trips to each of three workshops with a view to give an opportunity to the 
participants to see and witness the degradation and degeneration of natural 
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environment in the hands of man. 




So accordingly the 26.05.2000 the 5th day of the first workshop starting 
from 22.5.2000, a field trip was arranged for Hattar Industries to witness the 
internal as well as external environment there. A bus was hired which carried us 

We were 45 in number. On our way, we came across several 

brick kilns both on our right and left extending on a long distance and emitting 
colunns of black smoke rising to the sky. This goes on every day. One can 
just imagine the impact and adverse effect of this smoke in the atmosphere and 
hazardous effect on the living standard as well as on the health of the people

living in the surrounding areas . This was a glaring example of air pollution 
which causes acid rain as well. 



Soon after we reached the Industries, First of all we went to biscuit 
factory. Having obtained prior permission from the manager, we requested for 
a guide as well. Being kind enough and hospitable also, he offered himself as 
a guide. First of all he briefed us about the history of the factory. He told 
is that it is one of the biggest biscuit factories established in 1992. 



His name was Tariq and he was M.Sc. He showed as various sections of the 
factory. He took us to the pasting section where w© saw the process of 
kneading and pasting and unbacked biscuits passing on a belt to the baking 
section and therethrough passed for final packing in small packets. 



A lamentable aspect witnessed there, was the labour being taken from 
small girls ranging from 8 to 12 years of age which amounts to violation of 
child labour act. But, alas! it is poverty which gets done ©very thing. 



However, we roamed about in and around the factory and observed the 
environment closely. We questioned, the manager about the wastes answering 
which he told us that hot water is recycled and some of the wastes are turned 

into by products . 
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The outer environment of the factory was quite desirable. No waste 
and pollution was found any where. Plants and trees were growing all around.

As stated earlier, that the course contents for all the three phases of 
the workshops were the same with only a slight difference with regard to the 
topics assigned to groups in the group work sessions presented on charts. 

Taking cue from the activities accomplished in the workshop at Haripur, the 
master trainers started their lectures in the same sequence and dwelt upon 
their topics with full preparation and confidence. 



The participants tods active part in asking questions where they were not 
satisfied. After every two lectures of the master trainers, group work session 
took place wherein they were assigned the themes taught about by the master 
trainers. They were given half an hour for discussion and preparation of 
their respective charts for presentation.

unanimously agreed to bear the expenses beyond Rupees 2783/- on themselves 
quite willingly, otherwise they would not go for any trip. The course 
coordinator explained to them the risk/perils including financial burden, but 



stressed upon and insisted , saying , "Come what, may ,we will go to Karan, 
: all , field trip is to be undertaken". Having under taken the risk and

preparations therefor to have a trip of their volitional choice . The course 
coordinator and the Master Trainers accompanying them, also shared the 
contribution over and above the provided amount for the same. 



Having made necessary arrangements, a bus No. ADA-1455 was hired and we 
set on the journey to Karan on 6.6.2000 at 9. AM passing through thick forests 
of Batrasi on either side of the winding road ip to Ghari Habibullah. As we 
had to cover a distance of 113 KM up to Karan which was our destination 
and the journey thereto was time consuming, so we went on non step beyond 
Balakot where the driver got some fault in the Bus removed and we 
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carried on till we reached Paras, the valley of orchards and gardens of 
apples and walnut trees which were in abundance there laden with unripe 
fruits. The bus stopped and we entered a primary school where the teachers 
greeted us. We took food then proceeded on our way to Naran. The higher we 
went, the cooler it was as we were ascending the height gradually. The road 
was being repaired almost all the way to Karan and our journey was 
interrupted intermittently at intervals at various points . Heaps of earth and 
stones were being lifted from the road to be got cleared for traffic 
blocked behind. The men of Frontier works Organization (F.W.O) were busy in 
executing widening of the road which was littered with dust causing dust 
pollution all along. 



However stones and rocks were seen deposited in the river along with 
more and more falling and adding to the existing stock. The river and the road 
are quite close to each other, the former running at the height of 20,000 feet 
above presenting a very dangerous scene. 



When gauged and observed from environmental point of view , this repair 
work has caused and is causing colossal loss to the river itself due to heavy 
accumulation of stones and rocks therein and thereby to the water reservoirs 
like Mangle Dam being filled with silt carried by the river Kunhar as 
mentioned above, adversely affecting the life expectancy of the same and 
consequently leading to a great irrepairable national loss. 

However, night had fallen by then and we continued our journey. Till at 
last we reached Naran at 11.30 PM and stayed at the school for the rest of 
the night. The Principal of the school had been preinformed about our 
visit/ trip so accordingly, some arrangement was made and the participants set 
their bedding and went to sleep. It was freezing cold and every one was 
shivering. Having offered Fa jar prayer and taken breakfast we set for Saiful 
Muluk Lake lying at the distance and height of 19KM and 15531 ft. respectively. 



We covered a distance of 5KM by jeeps and then climbed steep hill 
upward coming across glaciers blocking the paths here and there. The 

coordinator, the writer of the report , was leading one of the groups. 
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Every body was panting and breathing fast. Some of the participants, and 
one roaster trainer, Hafiz Hussain Ahmad ar>ved very slowly and took rest at 
intervals but some including the coordinator climbed on leaving others 
behind and waited for them on the top only. While going ahead and climbing 
on, we saw water running from the 



tops trickling through the melting 
snow lying on the tops and also water gushing in the shape of springs. 



At long last we reached the desired site, Saiful Muluk, the lake of 
international repute and importance - a natural dam. 



On reaching the top , the first sight we caught of was that of

After recitation from the Holy Quran, opening ceremony was conducted. The 
course coordinator, Mr. Abdul Qayyum, highlighted the aims and importance of the 
workshop with a view to dispel the impression that the environmental education 
ii a new subject , but on the contrary it is embedded and integrated in all the 
subjects being taught in the formal school system and hence an interdisciplinary 
subject. But, the identification of the concepts and plug points incorporated 
in the relevant subjects was the main problem for which a series of 8 days 
workshops had to be organized for primary teachers in three districts of Haripur, 
Hansehra and Peshawar at local level. Highlighting the importance of 
participatory aspect of the workshop, the course coordinator emphasized upon the 
involvement of the participants in all the activities so as to achieve the set 
target and the desired result. 

As it is said , "well begun is half done , ” the participants were told in the 
very beginning the reciprocal interaction between the master trainers and the 
participants and on their own turn, among the participants themselves, was an 
essential pre-reguisite in all the sessions during the 8 day workshop. 




They were told that all the allied issues and related concepts regarding 
environment and environmental degradation would be discussed at length and laid 
thread bare so as to create general awareness thereabout, starting from the very 
text books of the primary classes in one form or the other , but the teacher were 
unfamiliar about those concepts because of not having been previously trained and 
groomed to infuse the same accordingly. 



Thereafter, Mr. Bid Bad Shah, the Principal of the college, expressed his 
views about the importance of environmental education and its need for creating 
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awareness about environmental problems . He said that the very existence and 
survival of Han depends upon environment. 



Nature, he said, has provided as with neat and clean environment . it is, 
we who make or mar it. He talked about water pollution citing example of a 
locality where 18 buffaloes drank contaminated water from a canal 
diemcal liquids and otter polluted substances and died instantly. 



The Principal threw light upon the overall environmental phenomena and all 
kinds of pollution all around including Gul Bahar itself littered with buffalo 
dung and otter solid wastes adversely affecting the natural beauty of the colony, 
named Oulbahar . meaning beauty ate fragrance of flowers, whit* now states exposed 



kites of pollution all around alongwith a canal 
3 nauseating ate obnoxious smell here ate there 



In sharp contrast thereto, he quoted examples from Mlysia in the context 
of environment where one feels no need for changing clothes for several 
consecutive days due to clean ate pollution free environment ate atmospheric 
conditions which is highly reflective of the standard of civic sense ate the 



level of awareness about the environment on the part of the people there. 
Correspondingly, he narrated on incident concerning a Christian who had embraced 
Islam but as ill luck would have it , when he happened to visit Pakistan and to 
his utter dismay, when he came across garbage heaps/dusps ate every kite of 
pollution, here, he became so disgusted ate disappointed that he returned to 



Christianity again and became apostate . Such an occur ance is surely an eye opener 
to all and sundry in Pakistan . 



Before starting the formal session, registration of the participants was 

taken by distributing registration forms among them. On the collection of the 

fonns, incidently it was found that inspite of being PTC teachers, some of them 

ware highly qualified being B . As , MAs ate even LL . Bs , which was propitious ate 
a happy augery . 



After the registration of the participants, the first day’s proceeding 
started. Even before that, some of them were assigned the duty of presentation

of the previous days' deliberations well before starting the next days' 
activities. They were briefed about the daily programme and all the activities 
including field trip so as to avoid wastage of time and cover all the items 
accordingly well in time 



Although 45 participants as nominated by DEO concerned had been invited, 
yet only 16 had turned up on the first day which was partly due to closure of 
primary schools for simmer vacation w.e.f 10.6.2000 and partly due to late 
issuance of invitation letters for participation in the workshop on 12.6.2000. 




However, considering it inappropriate to waste the time of those present, 
regular session commenced. 

Mr. Muhammad Sarwar, master trainer, started from the definition 
environment explaining that environment is not only the name of our surroundings 
but it also includes all those tilings which affect our working conditions as 
mil. He also explained Bio physical and socio cultural aspects of the 
•nvironment encompassing the whole system. 

Interdependence and interaction of man, animals and plants was explained 
with examples so as to explain the concept of ecosystem on this basis and the 
relationship of all the living and non living things interwoven into one another 
for their survival. 

After that Hafiz Hussain Ahmad, threw light on the study of environment 
quoting verses from Surah-e-Al- Imran and invited the attention of the 
participants that the study of the Holy Quran itself is the study of environment . 

He threw light on Islamic values by quoting Surahs and Ahadees, 
Whasizing the need of cleanliness being an integral part of our faith. What

After break, Hafiz Hussain Ahmad continued with his lecture and briefed 

the participants about the importance of environment , its balance and equilibrium 

which once disturbed and disrupted, gives way to pollution and so many ills. At 

the end the participants were asked to nominate one of their representatives to 

tell about the previous day proceedings and deliberations before the next day 
nttion.

On the next day the attendance had increased as compared to 1st day i.e 
against 16. The session started with the recitation from the Holy Quran 
alongwith the translation by one of the participants. Thereafter previous day 
deliberation began, followed by formal proceedings. 

Hafiz Hussain started with the explanation of Biosphere concluding with 
food chain and food web with the help of a chart showing pictures of different 
aniaals and plants and then explained about food web with the help of thread 
ball by distributing cards with names of plants , animals and the sun among the 
participants and extended the thread in such a manner that the names overlapped 
coe another . The exercise was interesting enough for the participants to take 
active part therein and hence learnt about food chain and food web which was 
further elaborated with the explanation of the components of ecosystem such 
as producers , consumers and decomposers - the whole cycles thereof . 

The participants came pouring in and their number increased as conpared 

to the first day as required to conplete the target. As such, SDEO was contacted

So accordingly, the first topic for the needful was, pollution and its 

kinds and causes of population explosion discussed and presented like wise 

preceded by previous day deliberation/proceedings after recitation and its 
translation , 

After presentation of the previous day group work, regular teaching 
learning process continued with active involvement of the participants 
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through brain storming and eliciting requisite responses thereby. The master 
trainers fully prepared with the topics assigned to them, adopted the same 
procedure and pattern as per previous practice at Haripur and Mansehra 
respectively. The procedure of presentation of the previous day 
deliberations, presentation of the previous day group work followed by 
regular class teachings and groip work discussion to be presented on the 
next day, were similar to that of the previous workshops. 




As field trips constitute an integral part of the workshops like 
environmental education workshop being directly related with the topics of 
the course contents taught in the class room, as such, a field trip was 
arranged accordingly. Before proceeding on the trip, a strategy was evolved as 
to where to go and what for, so that it might not be taken for mere a 
picnic, but a study tour to study nature and natural environment . In view 
of the above, Turnab Farm and Nowshera Park were the best resorts to serve 
the desired purpose. A unanimous decision having been taken the day before, 
a bus No, HRA-2858 was hired and participants took their seats with note 
books in their hands to take notes therein as per decision. Our first priority 
was Turnab Farm. As the manager of the Farms was re informed about the 
visit/ trip, we felt no hesitation to go in. On the very entrance, we came 
across a sign board inscribed ’’Agricultural Institute of Research " A 
supervisor , named Jan Muhammad was waiting for us and gave us a warm 
welcome and subsequently he gave a briefing about the Farms saying that the 
Farm was established in 1908 at Nowshera for the first time to catter to the 
needs of the first world war and in 1935 it was established at Peshawar. 

He told the participants that the main aim for establishing this 
institute was to preserve the surplus product of fruit. He showed samples 
of dry fruit of different kinds. After that, Mr. Jan Muhammad, took the 
participants into another department where he showed them a machine, called 
steam boiler for providing heat to cook and bake eatables. He also told that 
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it was the better way for cooking purposes than direct heating on fire which 
causes many diseases due to carbon. 

Thereafter the participants went to another department, called "Fruit 

vegetables and seed technology" where, the Field Officer, Tasleem Jan showed 

different species of grape-vines (plants) and introduced with new kind of grapes 

ailed Hassaini grapes which grow in abundance. Having seen different kinds 

of fruits in the farm outside , we saw a lemon tree with lemon fruit equal in 

size to a big orange. Its name was setran which is tasty when it is 

ripe. The participants took photo graphs of the important places and plants 

It was scorching heat and blazing sun above due to which every body was 
perspiring from head to toe.

After spending one and a half hour at Turnab, we bent our way 
towards Nowchera Park and reached there at 2 . PM . First of all H6 offered 

Mr Prayer and then had a walk on the bank of the River Kabul full to the 
brim with muddy water . Some boats were sailing and some people were seen 
wuming in the river . A man was catching fish with the help of a boat 
with a net . At one place, river water was pumped into an over head canal 
for watering purposes . The Park is spread on a vast area decorated with 
mltifanous kinds and species of trees, flowers and plants with carpets of 
natural soft grass to sit on.

Although the existing curricula and text bodes if used creatively, can 

allow the introduction of Environmental Education, further revision is 
highly desirable. 



Each school should have teacher committed and trained in using 
environmental education in their teaching wherever appropriate including 
green school development plans . This should include not only class room 
teaching but also school rituals and extra curricular activities. The 
physical environment and school surrounding practices, such as use of 
paper, water, electricity and waste disposal, should also be considered. 

1 Links with the community and any environmental projects in the immediate 
vicinity are also needed to take place. 




Basic education and literacy programmes should be launched as powerful 
channels for making people more conscious of their natural resources and 
deepening their understanding about the issues involved. It is essential 



that basic education and literacy programmes should receive support 
through the inclusion of environmental themes that are specific to their 



audience and locations . 



* Implementation must go hand in hand with further strategy development. 

Representatives from all levels of the Education sector as well as from 

civil society including parents should also be involved to support 
implementation.

Environmental Education needs to be part of the curriculum of adult 
primary, secondary and higher education. Public awareness through debates 
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- rallies at the academic as well as the grass root levels needs to be 
encouraged. 

At school level. Environmental Education clubs are also needed to be 
established with a view to educate students about the importance of the 
environment, the problems associated with it and the loss of biodiversity. 
Various activities, competitions and functions should also be organized. 

Physical Education teachers are often assigned the duty of organizing boy 
scout activities in schools. The development of out door environmental 
activities should also constitute a part of their training whereby the boy 
scouts may also develop training programmes for environmental activities 
themselves . 

A thorough review of curricula should be undertaken to ensure a multi- 
disciplinary approach, with environmental issues and their socio-cultural 
and demographic aspects and linkages. Due respect should be given to 
community defined needs and diverse knowledge systems, including science, 
culture and social sensibilities. 

Relevant authorities should ensure that every school is assisted in 
designing environmental activity work plans with active participation of 
students and staff. Schools should involve students in local and regional 
studies on environmental health including safe drinking water, sanitation 
and food and eco systems and in relevant activities, linking these studies 
with services, and research in national parks, wild-life reserves, 
ecological heritage etc.
